Winter Works 
Program In 
Full Swing 

Town men in Coleman have re¬ 
cently been successfullly put to 
work on winter projects planned 
by the town council. 

Ten extra men besides the town’s 
regular crew are now working and 
the men will be employed for one 
month then a new crew will be em¬ 
ployed on a stagger system. Pre¬ 
ference is being given to married 
men with children. 

The crew building the storm sew¬ 
er pipe work one day sifting sand 
near the town park where a corner 
is being cut off of a slope to wid¬ 
en a road. The following day the 
men work in a garage rented by 
the town and produce five 24-inch 
by 24-inch concrete sewer pipes 
per day. Plans call for the fabri¬ 
cation of some 600 feet of the storm 
sewer pipe to be installed in the 
town’s drainage system on fifth 
and sixth streets and in West Cole¬ 
man. The pipes will be installed 
later in the spring as soon as the 
frost is out of the ground. 

Construction of the rock wall 
along the river bed in the town 
park is serving to beautify the park 
area and to prevent high spring 
water from damaging park prop¬ 
erty. Plans also call for levelling 
off the bottom of the creek bed 
which will be hard-surfaced and 
laid in several steps to form small 
water falls to break the force of 
water and to provide wading pools 
for the children in the town park. 

Addition of the small water falls 
!o the creek will greatly add to the 
appearance of the town’s already 
beautiful park. 

Council are also planning con¬ 
struction of two small bridges to 
be built over the Nez Perce Creek 
with one to be built at second street 
and the second in the alley on sec¬ 
ond street near the Legion park 
site. Both these brldees will have 
wooden decks. 

Besides work on the bridges and 
the present work that Is underway 
the council are also planning to 
have two upheavals near the rodeo 
grounds removed and the grounds 
levelled off. Several other pro¬ 
grams are being discussed by the 
town of Coleman with a view to 
giving work to the town’s unem¬ 
ployed, praatically all through the 
winter months. 

Greater Mine Safety 
Is Seen 

Mr. Harry Wllton-Clark of Cal¬ 
gary, formerly general manager of 
the Coleman Collieries, now a Cal¬ 
gary engineer and’member of the 
Nova Scotia government-appointed 
Royal Commission that recently 
investigated the October 23, 1958, 
Springhill mine disaster, said in¬ 
vestigation of the Springhill tra¬ 
gedy may lead to greater mine 
safety. 

"It is certainly possible that fu¬ 
ture investigations which in part 
may be prompted as a result of 
commission findings could be of 
benefit not only to the coal min¬ 
ing Industry but to any deep mine,” 
Mr. Wllton-Clark said. 

“They could affect gold, potash, 
copper, base metal and uranium 
mines,” ne added. 

Mr. ywilton-aiark declined to 
commit on specific findings of 
the three-man Springhill commis¬ 
sion, whose recommendations are 
still being prepared.

She radiates courage and con¬ 
stantly kindles vision behind the 
eyes wherever she goes.” 

Mr. Elder explained that those 
who are associated with the blind 
on the CNIB boards or with the 
OCB recreation programs soon 
learn to think about the person 
rather than blindness. They say 
'Did you see this In the papers? 
Did you see that on TV? Many blind 
people own TV sets. Through 
training and the use of touch and 
hearing the blind envisage the 
world around them and follow 
much the same lntereets as -their 
sighted neighbors for as Mr. Elder 
said: “True Vision Lies Behind the 
Eyes”.

In this column we publish ques¬ 
tions about unemployment insur¬ 
ance and employment, together 
with answers received from tne 
Unemployment Insurance Commis¬ 
sion. Following are some questions 
with answers which may be of In¬ 
terest to you: 

Q—A farm-owner holds an out¬ 
side job. He works five 10-hour 
days, and is paying unemployment 
Insurance contributions for the 
first time. If he were to be laid 
off du ring the off-season how 
many contributions would be re¬ 
quired to qualify for benefit? If 
he is not eligible for benefit this 
year does he lose his contributions? 

A—To qualify he needs not less 
than 30 contribution weeks in the 
104 weeks prior to the date of his 
claim, eight of which must be iu 
the last 52 weeks. If his main oc¬ 
cupation is farming he may be 
eligible for benefit during the farm¬ 
ing off-season (October to May) if 
his farm work is so insignificant 
that it would not prevent him from 
accepting full-time work. If he 
cannot qualify this year all con¬ 
tributions remain to his credit and 
may enable him to qualify at a 
later date. 

Q—I am a married man with 10 
children and In receipt of $30 per 
week unemployment Insurance. 

My neighbor who only has his 
wife to support receives the same 
amount. Why is this? 



A—Dependency rate of benefit 
fs paid to a claimant who proves ( 
he has a dependent within mean- * 
lag of the Act and Regulations. The 
dependency rate applies regardless 
of the number of dependents.
